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WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate brushed 


aside an attempt Wednesday to cut an extra $1 
billion from the Pentagon budget, then passed a 
military spending appropriation already slashed by 
the largest amount in history. 


On a 37-55 roll-call vote, the Senate defeated an 


amendment by Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton, D-Mo., 
that would have placed an $81 billion ceiling on the 
defense budget. 


Then, voting 86 to 5, it approved the 182.079 


billion budget written by the Senate Appropriations 
Committee and sent the bill to conference with the 
House. 


Eagleton contended that the 94.97 billion cut ap- 


proved by the committee was inadequate to deal 
with what he called gross mismanagement and in- 
efficiency in military weapons production and the 
operation of the armed services. 


Appropriations Committee chairman John L. 


McClellan, D-Ark., contended that the cuts that 
have been made are all that can be made safely. 


"The |5 billion cut we've already made is not 


modest and not insufficient unless we've entered 
into a process of disarmament where we'll be a se- 
cond rate power," McClellan said. 


"We're living in a world of reality," he shouted. 


"The dangers are real, not fancy."

Chicago (UPI) — Sen. Edward 


M. Kennedy Wednesday told the 
Veterans of "Foreign Wars he 
thinks they were "in error" in 
rejecting President Ford's plea 
for leniency for men who 
refused to serve in Vietnam.

Kennedy tells vets. 
Ted Provokes 
VFW Outburst 
Chicago (UPIl — Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy Wednesday told the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars he 
thinks they were “ in error’’ in 
rejecting President Ford’s plea 
for leniency for men who 
refused to serve in Vietnam. 
Angry veterans jumped to 
their feet and shouted. “ No! No! 
No!” when the Massachusetts 
Democrat asked if they had 
“ faith enough to be generous 
and the strength to be, as he 
(Ford) said, lenient.” 
Kennedy, departing from the 
text of a speech prepared for the 
VFW convention, scolded the 
veterans for passing a resolution 
Tuesday restating their total op­ 
position to any form of amnesty. 
On Monday, Ford asked the 
group to join him in considering 
leniency for the thousands of 
young draft dodgers and 
deserters who face criminal 
prosecution if they return to 
America. 
“ It was wrong to turn him 
down without even hearing his 
proposal in full,” Kennedy said. 
“ I believe it was wrong for this 
great gathering to be the first to 
turn against him. 
“ In the action you took, I 


believe that you were in error.” 
Kennedy said Ford bad gone 
to the VFW “as a commander in 
chief would to his men" with “a 
proposal that had mercy and 
leniency built into it.” 
"It was these basic virtues that 
he placed before you,” Kennedy 
said. 
“ I call on you to be large 
enough, courageous enough to 
heed the call of a man who 
sought your support. On this 
issue, he deserves it.” 
Despite the angry outburst 
during Kennedy’s speech, the 
veterans applauded politely as 
he finished, and VFW Com­ 
mander Ray Soden told him, 
“ We can disagree, senator, but 
we will never be disagreeable.” 
(In Washington, in an AP in­ 
terview, Atty. Gen. William 
Saxbe said it is doubtful that 
military deserters and draft 
dodgers will be asked to join the 
armed forces, the Peace Corps 
or VISTA as a condition for 
amnesty. 
(Saxbe said it is possible that 
the Ford administration could 
choose to require only a request 
for repatriation as a condition 
for amnesty.)

The City-County Planning 
Commission approved revised 
cost estimates for the Centrum 
Wednesday. The action preceeds 
planners’ scrutiny of a 
redevelopment plan for the 
project next week. 
The commission adopted a 
$7.4 million estimate for the 
Centrum, a project which was 
listed in the six-year capital im­ 
provements for $7.2 million. 
The latest figures were com­ 
piled by consultants Barton- 
Aschman Associates, who also 
are preparing a redevelopment 
plan for the downtown block, 
from 11th to 12th, N to O. 
The commission will review 
the plan Aug. 28. 2:30 p.m., as to 
its conformance or nonconfor­ 
mance with the city-county Com­ 
prehensive Plan. The planners’ 
recom m endation w ill be 
forwarded to the City Council 
for final action. 
Approval Expected 
The lawmakers are expected 
to adopt the plan, an action 
which would then be followed by 
adoption of a bond ordinance 
authorizing the issuance of 
revenue bonds for the parking 
garage portion of the Centrum 
In other business the commis­ 
sion held hearings on the 
application of a number of 
property owners in the 12th and 
Saunders area for a change of 
zone from A-2 Single Family to 
K Light Industry. Approximately 
three-square blocks of land are 
involved in the proposed zoning 
change. 


Walter Lybarger, one of the 
applicants, urged the rezoning so 
homeowners could sell their 
properties for a reasonable 
price. The neighborhood is 
blighted now, he asserted, and is 
littered with shacks and junk, 
except for three or four “ nice 
homes.” 
Smith Urges Change 
Lawrence Smith also urged 
the change, maintaining that no 
new homes would be built in the 
area. 
Applicants believe the area 


would be attractive as light in­ 
dustry sites, and that such zoning 
would increase their properties' 
worth, but say no one will buy 
the lots to build homes because 
of the condition of the 
neighborhood. 
Several other property owners 
opposed the change of zone. 
Planning Director Doug 
Brogden also is urging denial of 
the application. 
Brogden believes it would 
create an undesirable effect to 
have industry located in a 
primarily residential area and 
thought the surrounding proper­ 
ty would then decline in value. 
Action Set Wednesday 
The commission will take ac­ 
tion on the application 
Wednesday, as well as take ac­ 
tion on Brogden’s request to 
dezone a lot at 33rd and Sheridan 
Blvd. from B Two Family to A-2 
Single Family. 
Brogden noted that the land 
was zoned for duplexes in 1955 
and that the lot is still vacant. 
Furthermore, the planning chief 
pointed out that all of the area 
within a quarter-mile radius of 
the lot is zoned for single family 
homes. 
The commissioners 
were 
urged not to down-zone the land 
by Monsignor Clarence Crowley, 
pastor of the Cathedral of Risen 
Christ, which owns the land. The 
church is located at 35th and 
Sheridan. 
He said plans call for construc­ 
tion of a convent on the land to 
house nuns who would teach in 
the cathedral school. 
Permit Limits Cars 
Brogden pointed out that the 
church could obtain a special 
permit to build the convent even 
if the land were rezoned to A-2 
Single Family. The special per­ 
mit, however, requires that no 
more than three cars be allowed. 
Father Crowley said he 
preferred not to go that route 
since, “ I can’t say we would only 
have three cars there.” 
Brogden suggested it might be 
more realistic to change the car 
requirement to avoid the 
problem Father Crowley men­ 
tioned.

Jail Revolt 
Leader Shot 


AMARILLO, Tex (AP) — Officers blasted open 
the Potter County Jail with explosives Wednesday, 
killed Darvin “ Red” Meharg with a shotgun blast, 
and crushed a 36-hour takeover of the jail. 
Two officers and a jail trusty were injured in the 
climax to a bid by Meharg and four other inmates 
to escape by taking two jail guards as hostages. 
Meharg was shot as he lunged for a hostage, jail 
guard Stan Snitker, 32, said Potter County Attorney 
Kerry Knorpp. The other hostage had been freed 
Tuesday. 
Knorpp said Sheriff T. L. Baker and others 
negotiated with the inmates, who were armed with 
knives stolen from the prison kitchen, in a face-to- 
face confrontation most of Tuesday night and 
Wednesday morning. 


When negotiations collapsed, said the county at­ 
torney, plans were made to storm the jail on the 
seventh and eighth floors of the courthouse. 
Baker signaled at 1143 a.m. and a door to the jail 
was blown open. Knorpp said. 


The attorney said that as officers rushed up some 
stairs, Meharg reached for Snitker and was shot. 
The guard escaped uninjured. 
Also uninjured were the four surviving inmates 
who sought to escape, including Meharg’s girl 
friend, Barbara Thiel, 40. described by her mother 
as a reluctant participant. 


Meharg, 39, who turned to crime after being 
fired from the Wichita Falls, Tex., police force, was 
described as the ringleader of the escape plot. 


A jail trusty, Edward Hosper, was wounded in 
the abdomen apparently by a fragment from a mis­ 
sile, and two officers, deputy George Griner and 
state trooper Cal Hinkle, suffered minor leg 
wounds. 


A woman prisoner was removed by stretcher 
from the jail, but it was believed she had fainted 
and did not suffer a wound. 


About 116 other prisoners took no part in the es­ 
cape attempt. 


The takeover came late Monday night when one 
of the prisoners threw a mixture of water and 
bleach into the face of jail guard Donald Sidwell 
and overpowered him. The inmates then captured 
the second guard, Snitker. 


Sidwell was released about noon Tuesday, suf­ 
fering from a hip injury sustained in the 
takeover. 
Meharg was a policeman on the Wichita Falls, 
Tex., force for two years starting in 1956. A detec­ 
tive said Meharg was fired from the force for 
“ harebrained misbehavior — he was out of line 
most of the time and has been in trouble ever 
since.” 


Joint Utility Operations Agreement Unveiled

Fremont — Public power spokesmen 
Wednesday unveiled a major agreement on 
joint utility operations legislation which had 
sparked a bitter battle in the 1974 Unicameral. 
The agreement, reached at a Nebraska 
Power Industry Committee meeting in Colum­ 
bus Tuesday, was presented to the Legislative 
Council’s study committee on power headed 
by Sen. Richard Lewis of Holbrook. 


The committee launched the first of six 
outstate hearings on power problems at the 
Dodge County Courthouse. 
According to terms of the compromise 
agreement, all segments of the power industry 
will support a bill in the 1975 Legislature 
which would authorize joint participation in 
both generation and transmission activities by 
public power districts, municipalities and 
other electric agencies. 
The proposed bill would authorize joint 
activities both within Nebraska and outside 


the state, and include cooperative efforts with 
private utilities in other states. 
The proposal comes close to matching the 
terms of a 1974 bill, LB656, strongly supported 
by most municipal utilities, including the Lin­ 
coln Electric System, and by the Omaha 
Public Power District. 
That measure had been opposed by the 
Nebraska Public Power District and rural 
electric districts, and died with adjournment 
of the 1974 session. 
NPPD Assistant General Manager Homer 
Loutzenheiser of North Platte, speaking as 
chairman of the industry committee, 
presented the new plan to the legislative unit. 
“ The areas of disagreement have been 
resolved,” he said. 
The proposal includes a proviso designed 
to allay the fears of NPPD and its rural dis­ 
trict customers, each of whom had feared that 
new joint construction of transmission fac- 
tilities would tend to compete with the NPPD 
grid system and break off some of NPPD’s 
major wholesale power customers. That, in 


turn, would increase costs for remaining 
customers. 
The section provides that all utilities must 
“ utilize to the fullest extent possible” already 
existing transmission facilities. 
When disputes arose on transmission 
facilities, the issue would be resolved by the 
Nebraska Power Review Board. 
Grand Island Utilities Commissioner 
Frank Phelps hailed the agreement as a 
turning point in power industry relations. 
“ The industry has never been together in 
its life the way it is as of this moment,” the 
veteran of 46 years in electric power activities 
said. 
“ This bill provides tremendous tools 
which have never been available before ... to 
permit togetherness among the municipalities 
and other power agencies.” 
But, Phelps warned the senators, the 
measure could easily be killed in the 1975 
Legislature if lawmakers begin adding 
amendments “ to solve other problems.” 
Other power problems “ can be tackled”

in other years, he suggested. “ We’ve got to 
walk before we run.” 
Speaking for OPPD, its legislative 
representative, Del Dirrim, said the agree­ 
ment resulted from “ honest concessions” by 
industry' leaders and represents “a significant 
step” forward future cooperation. 


Jesse Rogers of Tekamah, manager of the 
Burt County Public Power District, said 
“ public power has been working quite well in 
Nebraska during the last four or five years.” 
Whereas, 15 years ago, he was attending 
two or three meetings a week, “ battling back 
and forth” about industry disputes, Rogers 
said, “ now we can stay home and get the work 
done.” 
Lambert Blecha, a member of the Board 
of Public Works in Auburn, disagreed with 
that assessment. 
“ Up to now, it’s been lousy,” Blecha said. 
But the new agreement reached this week 
is “ a definite move in the right direction," he 
said.

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Inflation Rate Slows To 9.6% 
Ford May Run In '76 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


moderation of food price in- 
creases slowed the rate of infla- 
tion in July, allowing Americans 
to increase their real buying 
power for only the third time in 
the last 12 months, the govern- 
ment reported Wednesday. 


The Labor Department said 


the increase in its cost of living 
index amounted to eight-tenths 
of one per cent in July, or an an- 
nual rate of 9.6 per cent. 


That represents a dampening 


of an inflation rate which has 
pushed prices to 11.8 per cent 
above where they were a year 
ago. 


But the 11.8 per cent increase 


is still the biggest 12-month rise 
since prices jumped 12.6 per 
cent in the year ending 
September, 1947. And looming 


ahead is a wholesale price 
increase of 3.7 per cent 
registered last month working its 
way up to the consumer level. 


The Labor Department said 


take-home pay increased enough 
in July to provide workers with a 
two-tenths of one per cent in- 
crease in their spendable ear- 
nings after making allowance for 
inflation. 


But since those earnings have 


declined in seven of the last 12 
months, the buying power of 
workers is 5.3 per cent behind 
where it was a year ago. 


The news of further inflation 


came with these other economic 
developments: 


—Federal housing officials 


said that President Ford would 
sign Thursday the $11.3 billion 
housing bill passed fay Congress. 


In addition to providing local 
governments with new freedom 
to decide where to spend their 
money, the bill contains 
measures designed to help about 
177,000 home buyers save money 
on interest rates. 


—A bipartisan group of four 


senators led by Sen. James 
Buckley, Con-N.Y., proposed a 
bill to hold the federal budget to 
$295 billion for the current fiscal 
year, $10 billion less than 
originally proposed by the Nixon 
administration. 


—Federal Reserve Chairman 


Arthur F. Burns said that if 
Congress cuts the federal budget 
$10 billion his agency would "of 
course take that into account" in 
deciding whether to ease tight 
money policy. 


—The Commerce Department 


reported that personal income of 
Americans increased faster in 
July, registering a $14.4 billion 
jump compared to the $8.3 
billion jump in June. The in- 
crease, however, still left per- 
sonal income up by only 9.5 per 
cent so far this year, compared 
to an 11.4 per cent jump in the 
same period last year. 


Higher costs for home 


borrowing and cars were iden* 
tified by the Labor Department 
as among the major factors 
pushing prices up in July. Prices 
for medical care and restaurant 
meals were also up sharply. 


Higher prices for poultry, 


pork, cereal, bakery products, 
sugar and sweets actually drove 
food prices up by one-tenth of 
one per cent in July. But since 
food prices usually increase' 


much more in July, the usual 
adjustment for seasonal price 
variations recorded food prices 
as a four-tenths of one per cent 
drop in the government's index. 


Beef, dairy products, eggs and 


fresh fruits, which usually 
become more expensive in July, 
became cheaper. Fresh 
vegetable prices declined even 
more than usual. 


The increase in gasoline 


prices, which had jumped by six- 
tenths of a penny in June, 
slowed to a two-tenths of a pen- 
ny rise in July. That left the 
national average price of regular 
gasoline at 55.8 cents a gallon. 


The over-all consumer price 


index stood at 148.3, meaning it 
cost $14.83 to buy the same 
collection of goods and services 
which cost $10 in 1967.

Washington (UPI) — Presi- 


dent Ford Wednesday signed a 
$25.4 billion education bill con- 
taining new curbs on school 
busing and safeguards on the 
privacy of pupil records. 


Ford, signing the measure in a 


ceremony at the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
said it represented a new spirit 
of cooperation and compromise 
between Congress and the White 
House which he hopes will 
prevail during his administra- 
tion. 


But he said that while the 


busing provision is "an ordered 
and reasoned approach" to the 
problem, "... I regret that it 
lacks an effective provision for 
automatically 
re-evaluating 


existing court (busing) orders." 


The bill extends basic federal 


aid to education programs for 
another four years. In addition 
to the busing curbi. it has 
language to protect pupil records 
from misuse by law enforcement 
Sfflcia'ls, credit bureaus or 
uuier outside parties. 


The law provides that a stu- 


dent may not be bused beyond 
the next nearest school district 
unless a court determines 
otherwise. "In general," Ford 
said on that score, "I am op- 
posed to the forced busing of 
school children because it does 
not lead to better education and 
it infringes upon traditional 
freedoms in America." 


But of the absence of language 


dealing with existing court 
orders, he said: 


"This omission means that'a 


different standard will be 
applied to those districts which 
are already being held to carry 
out extensive busing plans and 
those districts which will now 
work out desegregation plans un- 
der the more rational standards 
set forth in this bill. 


"I believe that all school dis- 


tricts, North and South, East and 
West, should be able to adopt 
reasonable plans and just plans 
for desegregation which will not 
result in children being bused 
from their neighborhoods." 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President Ford served 


notice Wednesday that he probably will run in 
1976 for a full term in the job he has held only 13 
days. 


Thus he reversed the intentions he had 


expressed when he was vice president, namely 
that he could not envision being on the 
Republican ticket under any circumstances. 


But "his view has changed," said presidential 


press secretary Jerald F. terHorst. "He probably 
will run." 


TerHorst said "there is no precise agreement" 


as to whether Vice President-designate Nelson A. 
Rockefeller would be retained as Ford's running 
mate. But that should not be taken as any notion 
to drop Rockefeller when the President seeks an 
elective term, he added. 


Ford later talked directly with reporters on the 


South Lawn of the White House after a 
freewheeling day that kept him on the move to 
several points around Washington, including the 
Capitol. 


But he smilingly declined to repeat his press 


secretary's remarks. At first he said "Well, I think 
Gov. Rockefeller well expressed that yesterday." 


Rockefeller had disclosed Tuesday, the day he 


was nominated, that he thought Ford had "every 
intention" of making the race. "That was my im- 
presion, that's what I urged, that's my assump- 
tion," Rockefeller said. 


When Ford was prodded again to make his own 


statement, he laughed and said, "I want you to 
worry about that." 


The official confirmation from terHorst 


prompted an immediate response from 
Democratic National Chairman Robert S. 
Strauss: "I think this. That instead of playing 1976 
politics, this administration better be doing and 
should be doing what all Americans should be 
doing, which is worrying about solving some of 
the 1974 problems." 


TerHorst said that it "did not seem ap- 


propriate" for a man being considered for vice 
president to talk of running for the presidency. 
"Now his position has changed. Therefore his 
view has changed." , 


TerHorst's announcement came on a day of in- 


tense presidential activity, including courtesy 
calls at the House and Senate, the signing of a $25 
billion education bill in ceremonies at the Depart- 


ment of Health, Education and Welfare, and i 
solemn memorial service honoring the slain am- 
bassador to Cyprus, Rodger P. Davies. 


Ford said in his informal appearance before the 


Senate that he had come to demonstrate "the of- 
ficial inauguration of Pennsylvania Avenue as a 
two-way street" between the Capitol and the 
White House. 


It didn't matter, he said, that they will not 


always be on the same side of legislative issues. 
"It only matters that we end up on the best side 


1 for America." 


In the House, Ford spoke from the position he 


used to sit in as minority leader, below the 
rostrum where presidents usually speak. 


"After 10 days of our honeymoon and recalling 


the old adage 'Out of sight, out of mind,' I just 
wanted to drop in my old home and say hello," 
Ford declared. 


Earlier Wednesday, Ford went to Andrews Air 


Force Base, where the body of Ambassador 
Davies, accompanied by the diplomat's son and 
daughter, came" home aboard a presidential 
jetliner. Davies was shot to death Monday by a 
greek Cypriot mob which attacked the U.S. Em- 
bassy at Nicosia. 


"He loved and worked for peace and he lost his 


life in search for peace for America and for all the 
world," Ford said in his eulogy. 


The President and Secretary of State Henry A. 


Kissinger met Ann Dana Davies, 20, and her 
brother John, 15, when they stepped from the 
blue, white and silver jetliner, then stood at their 
side as a black-uniformed military band played 
the National Anthem and a battery of howitzers 
boomed 19 salutes. 


Ford also met at the White House with the con- 


gressional Black Caucus and assured them he was 
considering its proposals for a new public service 
program to stem unemployment. Rep. Augustus 
F. Hawkins, D-Calif., is asking that one million 
jobs be created at a cost of $10 billion. 


Hawkins said the President offered no specific 


commitment, but said he was highly concerned 
about unemployment and "we should apply the 
medicine where the problems exist." 


Stanley Scott, a black special assistant to the 


President, said Ford had ordered him to act as 
liaison with the Black Caucus and promised him 
direct access to the Oval Office. 
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GM Trims Token $54 From Price Hike 


Detroit (UPI) — Under 


pressure from the Ford ad- 
ministration, General Motors 
Corp. Wednesday trimmed a 
token $54 from planned price 
hikes but said 1975 models still 
will be up nearly $450 over 
current models. 


GM's action brought a 


favorable response from Presi- 
dent Ford, who said he hoped it 
will be "but one of many 
examples of restraint" by in- 
dustry and labor. 


GM Chairman Richard C. 


Gerstenberg warned, however, 
of future increases on the 1975 
models if inflation is not brought 
under control. 


'A Free Economy' 


White House press secretary 


Jerald TerHorst said Ford would 
have liked a bigger reduction but 
added, "you must remember 
this is a free economy and he 


does not control prices." 


The rollback in price hikes, 


Gerstenberg said, is GM's 
"response to President Ford's 
appeal to all segments of the 
American public to help fight in- 
flation." 


GM's announcement Aug. 9, 


just three hours before Ford 
assumed office, brought a sharp 
attack from the White House and 
the first instance of jawboning 
since the Johnson administra- 
tion. GM for more than a week 
fought even a partial rollback, 
saying its higher costs and the 
addition of government ordered 
safety and emission control 
equipment justified the original 
$500 increase. 


The average S446 increase in- 


cludes $20 for higher destination 
charges as well as a 2.8TC in- 
crease on optional equipment. 


The higher 1975 model prices 


come on top of a series of almost 
endless price adjustments during 
the 1974 model year that 
averaged $546 for GM. 


As the industry's pricing 


leader, GM is expected to be 
followed by the Ford Motor Co., 
Chrysler Corp. and American 
Motors when they introduce 
their "75s. GM dealers will begin 
selling the new models next 
week. 


Small Cars Hit Hardest 


The price increases will hit the 


popular small cars the hardest. 


GM increases will average 


S416 on cars, down $70 from its 
original increase, and S624 on 
trucks, up $35 over what had 
been planned. In addition to the 
average $426 increase on cars 
and trucks, destination charges 
on "75s will be upped between 
S15 and $20 and options will be 
increased 2.8rc, or $27. 


The base price of the subcom- 


pact Chevrolet Vega will be in- 
creased 11.7% from $2,505 to $2,- 
799. The compact Chevrolet 
Nova with a V-8 engine will 
jump from $2,919 to $3,293, a 
13.8% increase. 


At the top of the line, the 


Cadillac Eldorado will jump 
9.2% from $9,110 to $9,948 and

That rep resents a damp ening 
of an inflation rate which has 
p u shed p rices to 11 8 p er cent 
abov e where they were a y ear 
ago. 
Bu t the 11 8 p er cent increase 
is still the biggest 12-month rise 
since p rices ju mp ed 12 6 p er

in the y ear ending 
Sep tember. 19 47. And looming 


ahead is a wholesale p rice 
increase of 3 7 p er cent 
registered last month working its 
way u p to the consu mer lev el 
The Labor Dep artment said 
take-home p ay increased enou gh 
in Ju ly to p rov ide workers with a 
two-tenths of one p er cent in­ 
crease in their sp endable ear­ 
nings after making allowance for 
inflation 
Bu t since those earnings hav e 
declined in sev en of the last 12 
months, the bu y ing p ower of 
workers is 5.3 p er cent behind 
where it was a y ear ago.

The bill ex tends basic federal 
aid to edu cation p rograms for 
another fou r y ears. In addition 
to the bu sing cu rb:

ou ier ou tside p arties. 


The law p rov ides that a stu ­ 
dent may not be bu sed bey ond 
the nex t nearest school district 
u nless a cou rt determ ines 
otherwise. "In general,” Ford 
said on that score, "I am op ­ 
p osed to the forced bu sing of 
school children becau se it does 
not lead to better edu cation and 
it infringes u p on traditional 
freedoms in America.”

ADAMSVILLE, Tenn. (AP) - Buford 


Pusser, the sheriff who became a legend 
because of his crime-fighting exploits and 
brushes with death, died early Wednesday in a 
car crash in the county he tried to tame. 


Pusser's exploits as sheriff served as the 


basis for the movie "Walking Tall," which 
grossed $50 million in 14 months. 


The one-car crash on U.S. 64 near his 


McNairy County home town occurred hours 
after Pusser, 36, told a news conference in 
Memphis he would play himself in a sequel to 
"Walking Tall." 


Trooper Paul Ervin of the Tennessee 


Highway Patrol, said, "There was no evidence 
of foul play, as far as I could determine." 


He said Pusser was killed, apparently in- 


stantly, when his sportscar left the highway 
and struck an embankment, throwing him 
from the vehicle, which burned. 


Pusser had attended a fair at Selmer, Tenn., 


and was returning home when the car crashed 
at 12:55 a.m., Ervin said. 


One of his three children, daughter Dwanna, 


13, was following Pusser in a second car filled 
with young people and witnessed the accident. 


"There was no apparent reason for the acci- 


dent that I could find," Ervin said. "I don't 
know if there was a tire blowout or not. I 
couldn't tell from the burned car." 


Ervin, who arrived shortly after the acci- 


dent, said the car was impounded for in- 
vestigation. 


"No, I'm not anxious to be a movie star," 


Pusser told a writer after his news conference 
Tuesday. "The idea scares me some. I'm just a 


farm boy from west Tennessee. I'm as happy 
plowing a field as doing anything else." 


The 6-foot-6, 250-pound Pusser said he was 


reluctant to play himself in "Buford," a sequel 
to "Walking Tall," the movie about his crime- 
fighting exploits after he was elected sheriff in 
1963. 


The movie was to have gone into produc- 


tion Sept. 20 near Jackson, Tenn., with Gor- 
don Douglas directing the $2 million film for 
Bing Crosby Productions, Inc. 


A spokesman for the movie company said 


Wednesday that no decision had been made on 
what to do about the planned film. 


Pusser was among the youngest sheriffs in 


Tennessee history when elected at 26. He had 
been a Marine and worked as a professional 
wrestler. He said the new film would pick up 
where "Walking Tall" left off - after the Aug. 
12, 1967, ambush of a patrol car in which he 
and his wife, Pauline, were riding. Mrs. 
Pusser was killed in a barrage of automatic ri- 
fle fire. Pusser's jaw was shot away. 


Pusser had been working with screen writer 


Howard Kreitsek on the script for "Buford." 
Scenes were to include his search through 
moonshine and gambling dens for his wife's 
slayers and further attempts on his life, he 
said. 


During his six years as sheriff, there were 


seven attempts to kill Pusser. He killed four 
persons himself, although he said that he 
deplored violence and had only used it as a last 
resort. 


His wife's killers were never brought to 


trial.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


decision to permit a $1 per 
barrel price increase in crude oil 
has not boosted crude oil 
production, the General Accoun- 
ting Office (GAO) has concluded 
after an eight-month study. 


The price hike, announced last 


December by the Nixon ad- 
ministration, was designed to in- 
crease oil production. 


"This new report reveals that 


administration officials who 
made the price increase decision 
on Dec. 18 knew full well that 
there was no evidence to show 
that substantial higher prices 
would stimulate great greater oil 
production," said Rep. Donald 
M. Eraser, D-Minn., who asked 
for the study. 


According to the GAO report, 


then-Treasury Secretary George 
P. Shultz made the decision last 
December as chairman of the 
Cost of Living Council (CLC). 


"As far as we can determine, 


only one outside consultant was 
used in support of the decision to 
raise the price of oil," the GAO 
said." 


The.outside consultant was 


Stanford Research Institute, the 
GAO said. 


The Stanford report cited four 


reasons for allowing the price 
hike: to reduce demand, to in- 
crease supply by providing 
production-exploration incen- 
tives, to discourage exports by 
approaching the world price and 
to give producers a fairer share 
of petroleum profits.

The movie was to have gone into produc­ 
tion Sept. 20 near Jackson, Tenn , with Gor­ 
don Douglas directing the $2 million film for 
Bing Crosby Productions, Inc. 
A spokesman for the movie company said 
Wednesday that no decision had been made on 
what to do about the planned film. 
Pusser was among the youngest sheriffs in 
Tennessee history when elected at 26. He had 
been a Marine and worked as a professional 
wrestler. He said the new film would pick up 
where “Walking Tall” left off — after the Aug. 
12, 1967, ambush of a patrol car in which he 
and his wife, Pauline, were riding. Mrs. 
Pusser was killed in a barrage of automatic ri­ 
fle fire. Pusser’s jaw was shot away. 
Pusser had been working with screen writer 
Howard Kreitsek on the script for "Buford.” 
Scenes were to include his search through 
moonshine and gambling dens for his wife’s 
slayers and further attempts on his life, he 
said. 
During his six years as sheriff, there were 
seven attempts to kill Pusser. He killed four 
persons himself, although he said that he 
deplored violence and had only used it as a last 
resort. 
His wife’s killers were never brought to 
trial.

. . . Says GAO 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
decision to permit a $1 per 
barrel price increase in crude oil 
has not boosted crude oil 
production, the General Accoun­ 
ting Office (GAO) has concluded 
after an eight-month study. 
The price hike, announced last 
December by the Nixon ad­ 
ministration, was designed to in­ 
crease oil production. 
“ This new report reveals that 
administration officials who 
made the price increase decision 
on Dec. 18 knew full well that 
there was no evidence to show 
that substantial higher prices 
would stimulate great greater oil 
production,” said Rep. Donald 
M. Fraser, D-Minn., who asked 
for the study. 
According to the GAO report, 
then-Treasury Secretary George 
P. Shultz made the decision last 
December as chairman of the 
Cost of Living Council (CLC). 
“As far as we can determine, 
only one outside consultant was 
used in support of the decision to 
raise the price of oil,” the GAO 
said. “ 


The outside consultant was 
Stanford Research Institute, the 
GAO said. 
The Stanford report cited four 
reasons for allowing the price 
hike: to reduce demand, to in­ 
crease supply by providing 
production-exploration incen­ 
tives, to discourage exports by 
approaching the world price and 
to give producers a fairer share 
of petroleum profits. 
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Amnesty Emotions Still Run High 


As evidence of his policy aimed at 


national reconciliation, President Ford 
this week departed from the hard line 
against amnesty adhered to by his 
predecessor and said he would like to see 
the draft evaders of the Vietnam era work 
their way home. Support of conditional 
amnesty is indeed a welcome change in 
White House thinking. 


Unconditional 
amnesty would be 


wrong, Ford said, but "in my judgment, 
these young Americans should have a se- 
cond chance to contribute their fair share 
to the rebuilding of peace among ourselves 
and with all nations. So I am throwing the 
weight of my presidency into the scales of 
justice on the side of leniency I foresee 
their earned re-entry into a new at- 
mosphere of hope, hard work and mutual 
trust." 


It was appropriate that Ford chose to 


outline his amnesty position to delegates 
assembled for a Veterans of Foreign Wars 
convention. It was an act of some political 
courage. 


The response to Ford's amnesty 


"feeler," however, indicates that old, deep 
wounds will not be quickly healed by shifts 
in administration policy and it serves as a 
measure of the task facing the new presi- 
dent 


The day after Ford's speech, the VFW 


passed two resolutions sustaining "total op- 
position to general and selective amnesty 


for draft dodgers and military deserters 
and that they should be required to stand 
trial for their crimes and shall pay such 
,petialties upon conviction as laws 
prescribe" and that members will con- 
tinue "total commitment to pursue their 
'no amnesty' doctrine through our 
membership to congressmen and to the 
American people and to be firm in our 
stand not to relinquish, dilute or com- 
promise this position." 


And on the other side, spokesmen for 


two of the leading pro-amnesty 
organizations said that conditional amnesty 
or "earned immunity" proposals are out of 
the question and that universal (blanket) 
amnesty is the only just position. 


Thus those holding the extreme views 


continue to hold them in the face of 
presidential moderation. Hopefully, the 
great middle ground of American opinion 
will embrace the president's healing efforts 
and will recognize that compromise and 
open minds are necessary to put a number 
of national nightmares well behind us. The 
President can take the lead in promoting 
national reconciliation, but he can't insure 
it. Good will, sincere efforts toward un- 
derstanding and the willingness to accept 
workable solutions on the part of all 
Americans, no matter what their personal 
persuasions, are the only ingredients which 
will bring the healing process to a 
successful conclusion. 


Gambling's Double Standard 


Fearing felony prosecution for 


gambling, the owner of a local billiards em- 
porium last year shut down that part of his 
operation in which he allowed such games 
as chess, bridge or poker to be played for 
stakes. He then initiated a lawsuit to deter- 
mine what is and what is not gambling un- 
der the law. 


If skill is a dominant factor in such 


games — and they contend that it is — then 
gambling in violation of the law is not in- 
volved, the businessman's lawyers con- 
tend. But, argues the state, wagering on the 
outcome of a game, regardless of whether 
it is decided by skill or luck, is gambling 
and thus a violation of Nebraska law. 


Not wishing to second-guess the court, 


we still would imagine that a "gambling is 
gambling is gambling" rule might naturally 
evolve from such a legal dispute.

Another interesting point is raised in 


the lawsuit, however And that is the plain- 
tiff's contention that people should be 
allowed to play these games even if they 
can't afford to belong to one of the "social- 
ly elite" clubs, such as the country clubs or 
fraternal or social organizations, which 
"somehow are protected from 
prosecution." 


It is well beyond dispute that in Lin- 


coln, as in most other places, gambling 
behind the closed doors of private clubs is 
ignored by the powers that be. Whether or 
not a person is guilty of gambling largely 
depends on where the action is — the 
physical location of the game. It matters 
little that those clubs are not exempted by 
the law. 


That is the way it is but not the way it 


should be. If people can live with that, they 
live with hypocrisy as well. 


World Guard Changes 


PARIS - The names "Ford" 


and "Rockefeller" have always 
been symbols of America here 
and elsewhere in the world, but 
now they are seen in a new 
political context, and a critical 
period of adjustment is opening 
up both in Europe and America 


With the nomination of Nelson 


Rockefeller as vice president in 
the United States, the changing 
of the political guard is all but 
complete in the free world. Now 
the new governments in 
Washington, London, Paris, 
Bonn and Tokyo will have to 
decide whether to tackk the 
urgent questions of inflation, 
energy, food and military securi- 
ty together, or whether to try to 
deal with them separately. 


This question of finding com- 


mon policies, or at least avoiding 
conflicting policies, is still a 
delicate subject here and 
elsewhere in Europe, but the 
changing of the political guard 
on both sides of the Atlantic has 
produced a much better at- 
mosphere than existed only a 
few short months ago. 


It was an extraordinary and 


fortunate accident of European 
politics that Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing, Helmut Schmidt and 
Harold Wilson came to the 
leadership of their countries — 
Giscard after the death of Presi- 
dent Georges Pompidou, 
Schmidt after an unexpected 
scandal in Chancellor Willy 
Brandt's administration, and 
Wilson after the Labor crisis in 
Britain.

The question now is what they 


will do roth their new authority, 
and how they will get on with 
one another President Giscard 
and Chancellor Schmidt, both 
highly intelligent and 
knowledgeable in the fields of 


money and trade, both former 
finance ministers, have already 
established a sound relationship. 


Prime Minister Wilson is also 


an expert in these fields, but like 
Premier Kakuei Tanaka in 
Japan, he has been preoccupied 
with a raging inflation and the 
prospect of a bruising election. 
Meanwhile, the United States 
government has also been 
overwhelmed by its domestic 
concerns, and like the others, 
with the Cyprus crisis.

There is still some criticism 


here of Secretary of State 
Kissinger's diplomatic tactics, 
and most recently of his

The complaint here against 


Kissinger in the past was that he 
intervened too much in Euro- 
pean and Middle Eastern af- 
fairs The complaint now is that 
he did not intervene fast enough 
in Cyprus, and by his tardiness 
encouraged the Turks to 
overplay their hand and weaken 
the Atlantic Alliance in the 
Eastern Mediterranean 


Still, the dash of personalities, 


between Kissinger and the 
former French Foreign Minister 
Michel Jobert, and between 
Wilson and Pompidou, which 
complicated European and 
trans-Atlantic relations, has 
been eased if not removed What 
the allies needed a year ago was 
a hearing aid, now they are final- 
ly listening to each other. 


The testimony of responsible 


officials in Paris is that the 
negotiations among the Euro- 
pean Nine are much more can- 
did and fruitful. All the

problems remain, 
particularly 


inflation and political uncertain- 
ty from Portugal to Greece and 
Turkey, but the attitude of the 
main powers toward each other 
has improved.

And it has not escaped 
the notice of officials here that 
the latest Gallup Poll shows that 
American concern over domestic 
problems outruns worry over in- 
ternational problems by the 
largest margin since the 1930"s. 


Accordingly, the settlement of 


the Nixon question, his replace 
ment by a president poptlar in 
the country and the Congress, 
and the nomination of 
Rockefeller, who his strong sup- 
port among the governors of the 
states and long experience in 
foreign affairs, have all created a 
more hopeful and cooperative 
attitude here.

forward to a campaign in which 
Watergate would haunt them 
and the personal unpopularity of 
Richard M Nixon would weigh 
them down, Republican of- 
ficeseekers can identify 
themselves with a popular new 
President, a pervasive spirit of 
renewal and candor in the 
capital and a politically dynamic 
vice president-designate 


Not that the Republicans are 


without liabilities; inflation and 
economic stagnation, together 
with whatever aura of Watergate 
may linger over the party, could 
still cost them congressional 
seats in November. But where 
the Democrats were once talking 
of gaining as many as 100 seats in 
the 435-member House of 
Representatives, the more savvy 
professionals are now estimating 
a gain of about 15 or 20.

He was overstating the case, of

president attempting to move 
up. 


As for the Republicans, the 


selection of Rockefeller almost 
certainly writes an end to the 
presidential dreams of Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of California, 
who is 63 years old, even though 
he has not ruled out the 
possibility of challenging Ford in 


the primaries in 1976 if the 
President adopts policies too 
liberal for Reagan's taste. 


And it means a long wait for 


others who had thought of run- 
ning in 1976, such as former At- 
torney General Elliot L. 
Richardson and Sen. Charles H. 
Percy of Illinois.

Rockefeller, who had often 


spoken disdainfully of the vice 
presidency, has, in accepting it 
now, apparently concluded that 
he will reach the presidency only 
in the event that Ford is unable 
to complete a term. 


He himself said that he 


believes Ford will run again in 
1976, telling reporters: "He has 
every intention of it. That was 
my impression, that's what I 
urged, that's my assumption." 


By 1980, he will be 72, far too 


old to run then. 


Precisely what Rockefeller's 


role in the Ford administration 
will be has apparently not yet 
been decided. 


But it will surprise most 


Washington observers if he does 
not take a substantial role in 
foreign policy, especially as it 
affects Latin America, which has 
engaged his interest for decades. 
He is expected to travel exten- 
sively. 


Rockefeller's 
acquain- 


tanceship with political leaders 
on every continent will serve to 
bolster Ford in an area where he 
has had little experience. And 
his long association with 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger should help make 
things work well. 


In addition, he will provide a 


link to the nation's governors, 
whether or not he is formally 
charged with that task, because 
of his 15 year's service in New 
York State Finally Ford may 
elect to use Rockefeller exper- 
tise in such fields as welfare and 
housing 


Washington has long since 


grown accustomed to the spec- 
tacle of politicians with clout — 
Lyndon B. Johnson and Hubert 
H. Humphrey, for example — 
wilting m the vice-presidency for 
lack of power and responsibility. 


Rockefeller himself srid a bit 


ruefully 


"I am fully cognizant of the 


fact that the responsibilities of 
the vice president are to preside 
over the Senate of the United 
States and otherwise to carry out 
any assignment that he or she 
may receive from the 
president." 


But at least on the day of his 


designation, the ebullient former 
governor cut quite a swath 
through the politics of 
Washington and of the nation 
beyond.

Foundation winter wheat seed 
should get their order in as soon 
as possible. 


"Varfety-wbe, the interest is 


in the newer wheat varieties — 
Buckskin, Homestead, HiPlains, 
Sentinel and Sage," Mills said. 
"The demand is also very high 
for Centurk, Scout 66 and Gage 
wheat. We hope we have.enough 
Foundation seed of all of these 
varieties, but with the current 
demand, the supply may fall 


short of meeting the demand." 


Mills revealed the 1974 perfor- 


mance of the wheat varieties 
mentioned earlier. He explained, 
"The results of the out-state test 
performance trials indicate 
excellent performance of all of 
these varieties generally depen- 
ding on the area of adaptability 
and recommendation. No one 
variety can be recommended to 
fit all conditions. Disease and in- 
sect resistance, high yield, stan-

Conitruction Co. a bank 
stabdintkni project on a $346,- 
060 total bid.. 


Cote submitted the lowest of 


four Udi to build eraekn control 
structures along the Dead Man's 
Run channel from 33rd 4 
Baldwin to Norm 40th. 


The vote was 7-1 with Earl 


Luff voting no. 


Cole entered a 1189,732 base 


bid, whereas, the Lower Platte 
South NRD had budgeted $207,- 
000 for it. However, the NRD 
had allotted $25,000 for a total of 
six other separate bids on 
related bank repair work; Cole's 
lowest bids totalled $54,500. 


Cash Reserve Tapped 


The committee authorized 


NRD General Manager Hal 
Schroeder to award all. seven 
items to Cole, using the $232,000 
in budgeted funds and meeting 
the deficit by drawing $13,000 
from the NRD cash reserve. 


The University of Nebraska 


will pay Cole $13,969 exclusive of 
the total of the bids, to build a 
storm sewer in the project on 
NU-owned land. 


Other bidders included Dob- 


son Brothers Construction Co., 
$296,016; H. R. Bookstrom 
Construction Co., $356,167 (bids 
oon six of seven items offered); 
and N.D. Judds Co., $307,115 
(bids oh two of seven items 
offered).

Mutilated 
Cow Found 
At Raymond 


The epidemic of cow 


mutilations continued in 
Nebraska with the discovery of 
another dead animal, this time 
near Raymond, Lancaster Coun- 
ty Deputy Sheriff Rod Loos said 
Wednesday evening. 


Loos said the animal was 


found on the Leonard Buresh 
farm and was one of 46 cattle he 
had. 


Continuing in the past pattern, 


the animal was black and the 
anus and female sex organs had 
been cut out. There was no 
evidence of any other part of the 
animal being removed. 


Loos said no tracks were 


found near the carcass and 
neither Buresh or any of the 
neighbors reported hearing any 
•helicopters or aircraft in the area 
recently. 


Buresh said he last checked 


his herd Monday night. Judging 
by the advanced state of decom- 
position the animal was killed 
that same night. Buresh said he 
discovered the dead animal late 
Wednesday afternoon. 


At current market prices, 


Buresh placed the animal's value 
at almost $200. 


The carcass was found in a 


shallow ravine less than 100 
yards from a gravel county road. 


Buresh said the heifer was 


quite tame and could easily have 
been approached. As usual, Loos 
said, no sign of how the animal 
was killed was found. 


"I wish farmers would check 


their cattle closer so we could 
get a fresh carcass," Loos said, 
so that an autopsy could be per- 
formed to find out bow the 
animals are killed.

The 
project was required after flood 
damage last Oct. 10. 


Schroeder laid federal inspec- 


tors' original estimates for the 
Salt Creek repairs were low, at 
$9,740, and the U.S. Government 
will now reimburse the NRD for 
$12,375 in work costs. Thus, the 
net cost to the Lower Platte 
South will be $14,976. 


Schroeder called for research 


to determine the impact of 
water and land use projects on 
the environment, submitting 
that the balance between man's 
control structures and nature is 


not as delicate at environmen- 
talists purport. 


'Ivory Towers' 


Opposition to water resource 


projects would "disappear," 
Schrodder said, if academic per- 
sons at univmtties with water 
research institutes would "get 
out of their ivory towers" and 
"into the field." 


Ron Hobrtein of the Nebraska 


Association of Rural Electric 
Districts appeared before the 
committee, saying his organiza- 
tion will provide leadership and 
means for rural development. 


The association is determined 


to become involved, has built up 
a staff, and expects federal 
grants, for example, to start 
demonstration water projects, 
he said. 


"Traditionally, rural electric 


system in Nebraska have not 
been very active/' Hobtein said, 
but be pledged to work with the 
NRDs on projects such at water, 
sewer and landfill. 


Four Dams Approved 


Schroeder said a contract to 


build four dams in the North 
Oak Watershed has been ap- 
proved by the U.S. Soil Conser- 
vation Service and work will 
begin this month. Two of the 
dams' are near Valparaiso, two 
near Loma. 


Two grade stabilization 


projects in North Oak will be 
completed this fall, Schroeder 
said; embankment and seeding 
work will be delayed until 
spring. Dedication ceremonies 
will be before November.

Edward F. Owen, sayi he 
believes the zoo can meet the 
deadline for improving the three 
older facilities, cited for 
deficient ventilation, lighting 
and imitation conditions. 


Shutting down the facilities 


would mean between 75 and 100 
animals would have to be shifted 
within the zoo or sent elsewhere, 


said Zoo Director Dr. Lee 
Simons. 


Owen said the approximate 


cost of making the accessary Im- 
provements should be known to 
about M days. He said it may be 
necessary to have a fund drive to 
pay for them. 


A proposed new cat complex 


could not be completed by April 
1, Owen said, but he thinks the 
project could be far enough 
along to satisfy the Department 
of Agriculture. 


Owen said the first phase of 


the cat complex would cost 
about $500,000.

Mutilated 
Cow Found

Buresh said he last checked 
his herd Monday night. Judging 
by the advanced state of decom­ 
position the animal was killed 
that same night. Buresh said he 
discovered the dead animal late 
Wednesday afternoon. 
At current market prices, 
Buresh placed the animal’s value 
at almost $200. 
The carcass was found in a 
shallow ravine less than 100 
yards from a gravel county road. 
Buresh said the heifer was 
quite tame and could easily have 
been approached. As usual, Loos 
said, no sign of how the animal 
was killed was found. 
“I wish farmers would check 
their cattle closer so we could 
get a fresh carcass,” Loos said, 
so that an autopsy could be per­ 
formed to find out how the 
animals are killed.

'Tender Loving Greed' 


If you have the patience to wade through it, Mary 


Adelaide Mendelson's "Tender Loving Greed" 
(Knopf) is worth the reading. 


Subtitled "How The Incredibly Lucrative Nursing 


Home 'Industry' Is Exploiting America's Old People 
and Defrauding Us All," it is the end product of 10 
years of "intensive research" on the part of the 
author. 


Mrs. Mendelson came well-qualified to her work. 


A member of the Nursing Home Project of the Ohio 
Department of Health, and the Cleveland Mayor's 
Commission on Aging, she has been called upon 
numerous times to testify before, and otherwise assist, 
Senate and Congressional Committees concerned with 
the area of nursing home care. 


By the author's own admission, "Tender Loving 


Greed" is not a people-oriented book. She has relative- 
ly little to say about the people who make up the pop- 
ulation in the 23,000 nursing homes in this country; 
about the horrors to which they are subjected in some 
places — horrors which have been uncovered and 
made public elsewhere. 


Rather, she is primarily concerned with the finan- 


cial and legal manipulations that define what she calls 
the "nursing home hustle." 


The theme of her expose is stated early on. She 


has, she says, set out to detail a "national scandal in 
which greedy nursing home operators are getting rich 
by exploiting helpless patients and extracting huge 
sums from governments — state and federal — that do 
not seem to care either about the patients or the 
taxpayers." 


Although Mrs. Mendelson does state that not all 


nursing homes are guilty of the "dubious business 
practices" she has uncovered, she goes on, "Excellent 
homes are rare, and most of those that are considered 
good are good only by comparison to the majority that 
are worse." 


The list of abuses which, in her opinion, go on 


every day across the country, is seemingly endless. She 
cites case after case in which nursing home operators 
have bilked the government cut of millions of dollars 
in Medicare and Medicaid payments. 


She reveals examples of collusion between nursing 


home operators and pharamicists; nursing home 
operators and doctors. "Kickbacks" is the word for it. 


Calling such practices "nickel-and-dime 


swindles," she estimates that they cost taxpayers and 
relatives of nursing home patients 1800 million a year. 


The author has also devoted a section of her book 


to the big-time operators — the nursing home 
profiteers, the financial manipulators whose 
maneuverings have to do with tax dodges and 
nefarious real estate transactions. 


She takes on the "newest form of the nursing 


home hustle" — the publicly-owned nursing home 
chains; and she debunks the myth of the "non-profit" 
nursing home. 


These abuses are allowed to continue, Mrs. 


Mendelson says, because the regulatory agencies 
charged with keeping nursing homes in line, have 
shirked their responsibility; or, even worse, been par- 
ticipants in the graft. 


"Government has failed us at all levels. At the 


lowest level, it is the caseworker who continues to 
send patients to a nursing home where she knows they 
will be beaten and starved, because, when Christmas 
rolls around, the operator will give her a fur coat... 
At the other extreme, the failure is in state and federal 
regulators, and the elected officials who appoint them, 
who refuse to hear the truth about the scandalous 
state of the industry..." 


The remedy for all this is not higher nursing home 


rates, Mrs. Mendelson believes. They bring only 
higher profits — not better care. 


It is not the passage of more regulatory laws. 


There are laws enough, she says, and "more laws will 
simply produce more governmental lawlessness. 


It is not better-trained nursing home inspectors. 


No amount of training can instill in such people a 
genuine concern for the nursing home patient. 


". .. we come around finally to ourselves," Mrs. 


Mendelson says in describing the only workable 
remedy she envisions. "Us," "the Public," "we the 
people," who must inform ourselves and then apply 
the pressure that is required to get the machinery of 
government regulation moving. 


As she says, the nursing home bandits are doing 


more than stealing tax dollars. "Behind the thievery 
and the corruption that this book describes is the 
physical reality of the stinking nursing homes in which 
our old people are dying a living death — and that is 
why, above all, the swindling should matter to us."

If you have the patience to wade through it. Mary 
Adelaide Mendelson’s “ Tender Loving Greed” 
(Knopf) is worth the reading. 


Subtitled “ How The Incredibly Lucrative Nursing 
Home Industry' Is Exploiting America’s Old People 
and Defrauding Us All," it is the end product of 10 
years of “ intensive research” on the part of the 
author. 


Mrs Mendelson came well-qualified to her work. 
A member of the Nursing Home Project of the Ohio 
Department of Health, and the Cleveland Mayor's 
Commission on Aging, she has been called upon 
numerous times to testify before, and otherwise assist, 
Senate and Congressional Committees concerned with 
the area of nursing home care 


By the author’s own admission, “Tender Loving 
Greed“ is not a people-oriented book. She has relative­ 
ly little to say about the people who make up the pop­ 
ulation in the 23.000 nursing homes in this country; 
about the horrors to which they are subjected in some 
places — horrors which have been uncovered and 
made public elsewhere. 


Rather, she is primarily concerned with the finan­ 
cial and legal manipulations that define what she calls 
the “ nursing home hustle ” 


The theme of her expose is stated early on She 
has, she says, set out to detail a “ national scandal in 
which greedy nursing home operators are getting rich 
by exploiting helpless patients and extracting huge 
sums from governments — state and federal — that do 
not seem to care either about the patients or the 
taxpayers.” 


Although Mrs. Mendelson does state that not all 
nursing homes are guilty of the “ dubious business 
practices" she has uncovered, she goes on, “ Excellent 
homes are rare, and most of those that are considered 
good are good only by comparison to the majority that 
are worse. " 


The list of abuses which, in her opinion, go on 
every day across the country, is seemingly endless. She 
cites case after case in which nursing home operators 
have bilked the government out of millions of dollars 
in Medicare and Medicaid payments. 


She reveals examples of collusion between nursing 
home operators and pharamicists, nursing home 
operators and doctors. “ Kickbacks” is the word for it. 
Calling such practices ‘‘nickel-and-dime 


swindles/’ she estimates that they cost taxpayers and 
relatives of nursing home patients $800 million a year. 


The author has also devoted a section of her book 
to the big-time operators — the nursing home 
profiteers, the financial manipulators whose 
maneuverings have to do with tax dodges and 
nefarious real estate transactions. 


She takes on the “ newest form of the nursing 
home hustle” — the publicly-owned nursing home 
chains; and she debunks the myth of the “non-profit" 
nursing home. 


These abuses are allowed to continue, Mrs.

“Government has failed us at all levels. At the 
lowest level, it is the caseworker who continues to 
send patients to a nursing home where she knows they 
will be beaten and starved, because, when Christmas 
rolls around, the operator will give her a fur coat . .. 
At the other extreme, the failure is in state and federal 
regulators, and the elected officials who appoint them, 
who refuse to hear the truth about the scandalous

The remedy for all this is not higher nursing home 
rates, Mrs. Mendelson believes.

It is not the passage of more regulatory laws. 
There are laws enough, she says, and “more laws will 
simply produce more governmental lawlessness.

governors io hear Airport Report

The governors of the five 


member states in the Old West 
Regional Commission will meet 
Sept. 24 in Rapid City, S.D., to 
hear a report on a proposed in- 
ternational airport. 


Rudolph Peralez, state 


aronautics director, said he 
attended a meeting earlier this 
month in Denver, during which 
consultants discussed a 
preliminary draft of the report. 


Peralex said while there was 


little he could say about the con- 
tents of the draft now - "all we 
did was go over technical 
points" — there weren't any 
major roadblocks to the proposal 
offered by the consultants at that 
time, 


"They did not present any 


major roadblocks," he said, ad- 
ding, "It's going to look pretty 


good, in my opinion," referring 
to the contents of the report. 


The report will cover the in- 


itial feasibility of the project, but 
Peralex said even if the gover- 
nors accept the report and it is 
favorable in all respects, final 
decisions would still be in order. 


"This report will only set the~ 


stage," he said. "There's still a 
lot of hard work ahead." 


Among the questions which 


would still have to be answered, 
in addition to technical matters, 
is where such an airport would 
be located in the five-state 
region. The states in the region 
include North and South Dakota, 
Wyoming, Montana and 
Nebraska. 


In the preliminary report, 


Peralex said, "There's no deter- 
mination as to location. That 
would have to be covered in 


another study if the governors 
decide to go ahead." 


The five states began looking 


into the idea in 1973 after Gov. J. 
James Exon offered it to his 
colleagues. 


The idea behind the project is 


to take some of the pressure off 
other major airport facilities in 
the nation while putting to use, 
for distribution purposes, the 


central location of the Old West 
region. 


When he unveiled his idea, 


Exon said he had no real 
preference on location but added 
he naturally hoped it would be in 
Nebraska. 


However, Exon said it would 


still be years before the airport 
would become reality if all 
studies shewed a need and that it 
was feasible.

Fire, Medical Services 
Plan Endorsed By CCIC 


The City-County Implementa- 


tion Commission (CCIC) 
Wednesday approved in concept 
proposed recommendations 
made by two committees to im- 
prove the delivery of fire and 
emergency medical services. 


While approving the general 


plans, the CCIC directed the 
Fire 
Services-Emergency 


Medical Services task force and 
the Citizens Advisory Committe 
to draw up a common set of 
recommendations. 


The citizens committee had

were submitted to the CCIC, 
composed of four elected of- 
ficials and one lay member. 


Citizens Committee Chairman 


Bill Harding and task force chief 
Don Penterman agreed that 
their differences were really 
minor and could be resolved. 


For instance, the committee 


recommended that the 17 rural 
fire districts be merged into four 
and that each new district be 
staffed with a full time 
professional firefighter. 


Penterman said the CCIC 


faces an uphill battle if it adopts 
that recommendation, since 
some rural firefighters have 


Election To Determine 
If Courthouse Remains 


Kearney (AP) — The question 


of whether to save the 80-year- 
old Buffalo County Courthouse 
will be up to the voters in the 
November election. 


By a 5-2 vote Wednesday, the 


Buffalo County Board of Super- 
visors agreed to let county 
residents decide whether to turn 
the facility into a museum after 
completion of a new county 
government building. 


The action Wednesday ends a 


two-year effort of the Buffalo 
County Historical Society and 
others to save the structure. The 
Society had collected thousands 
of signatures on petitions aimed 
at preserving the courthouse. 


If the residents want to save 


the structure, it will cost them. 
The question on the ballot is 
whether the courthouse should 
be turned into a museum and an 
annual levy of up to one mill for 
three years be levied. The 


maximum cost of the levy over 
that period would be $375,000. 


After the three-year period, 


the levy would drop to one tenth 
of a mill 


The old courthouse is now oc- 


cupied; however, it will be aban- 
doned when the new county 
building is completed. 


voiced concerns that they would 
be swallowed up by the Lincoln 
Fire Department. 


Citizens committee member 


Roger Dodson assured the CCIC 
that it is not the committee's in- 
tent to eliminate volunteer 
firefighters.

Both groups are recommen- 


ding that a central com- 
munications center be created to 
provide for county-wide use of 
the "911" emergency telephone 
system.

No Charges Made Against Dr. Pisani 


NEW YORK (AP) - Physicians are 


not regarded as employes of the teams in 
the National Football League and thus 
are not subject to the same jurisdiction as 
players and officials, the NFL's chief 
security officer said Wednesday. 


Jack Danahy, a 27-year FBI veteran 


who has directed the NFL security staff 
since 1968, added: 


"The doctor would not be under the 


same control as the players and regular 
employes, but if any suspicion arose in- 
volving medical reports I am sure an of- 
ficial of the affected team would be sum- 
moned by the commissioner for question- 
ing." 


While Danahy declined to enlarge upon 


his original statement involving the in- 
volvement of the long-time New York Gi- 
ants orthopedic surgeon in a $26 million- 
a-year sports gambling operation, in- 
dications are that this probably was done 
in the case of Dr. Anthony Pisani. 


Pisani, a prominent orthopedic sur- 


geon, resigned as the Giants' surgeon this 
year after holding the post for 10 years. 
He is still listed in the team brochure. 


No charges were made against Dr. 


Pisani but he was named in a 40-count in- 
dictment issued against Thomas Musto, 


64, of New York, and Michael Astarita,- 
47, of Hillsdale, N. J., involving one count 
of criminal conspiracy and 39 counts of 
gambling. 


The indictment charges-that the two 


.men agreed, to confer on a regular basis 
with Pisani regarding the extent and 
exact injuries of Giants' players prior to 
NFL games last year. 


Danahy acknowledged that gambling is" 


a very sensitive area for the NFL and 
"great efforts are taken to see that players 
and other personnel do not become in any 
way involved. 


He cited the case several years ago of 


quarterback Joe Namath and Namath's 
connection with an East Side bistro called 
Bachelor's HI. 


"There cannot be even an appearance 


of evil," Danahy said. 


"Joe was forced to sever his affiliation 


with the club because the place was 


~ frequented by unsavory chacaters," the 


security director said. "It wasn't that Joe 
was believed guilty of any wrongdoing. It 
was just that there could be no suspicion 
in the public's mind." 


• Danahy heads a security network that 
includes four men in New York and one 
in each of the 25 cities. 


"These are all trained law men, most of 


them former FBI personnel," Danahy 
added.

Official Denies 
Olympics Doubt 


' MONTREAL (UPI) — Willi Daume, vice-president of the 
International Olympic Committee Wednesday denied he had 
ever suggested that Montreal might not be able to hold the 1976 
summer Games. 


"At no time did I doubt Montreal's ability to handle the 1976 


games," Daume said. "I never insinuated that the games in 
Montreal in 1976 were in danger. I said the very opposite." 


Daume was the moving force in bringing the 1972 Olympics to 


Munich, which staged a super Games in terms of stadia and 
facilities for athletes, officials and press. 


Commenting on reports that he had expressed doubt whether 


Montreal could be ready on time, Daume said "most of them 
were pure fabrication." 


"I have never made such stark statements," he said. 
Daume is in Montreal on a visit officially authorized by the 


IOC to check on the progress of work on the 1976 Olympics. 
Daume said he also intended to use this visit to end the 
"misinterpretation" of h i s previous statements on the present 
state of preparations. 


Asked several times how the misinterpretation arose, Daume 


said he thought the public relations work in Montreal could be 
improved. He also suggested that Canadian and European jour- 
nalists should hold a conference to remove any misunderstan- 
dings. 


Daume said the failure to complete the Olympic velodrome in 


time for the 1974 world cycling championships here was "rather 
a shock." The Velodrome was to have been used for the cham- 
pionships now taking place here, but construction strikes 
delayed its completion too long to meet deadlines, and the 
championships were switched to the University of Montreal 


"Of course, there are problems," Daume said. "And it is not 


wise to conceal the problems. 


"But every organizing -committee has problems. In Munich, 


we had many more problems than Montreal has." 


"Canada is a big country, a wtsalthy country," he said. "She 


will not fan in organizing the Games."

ning. 


Pinch-hitter Paul Popovich drove in 


the lead run with an eighth inning 
sacrifice fly and the Pirates went on to 
beat San Francisco as Dock Ellis won his 
seventh straight game. 


With the score tied 2-2, Willie Stargell 


singled to open the eighth and pinch- 
runner Gene Clines moved to third on 
Richie Zisk's single. Manny Sanguillen 
forced Zisk at second and Ed Kirkpatrick 
was walked intentionally, loading the 
bases, before Popovich drove a sacrifice 
fly to right to score Clines.

Dau me was the mo v in g fo rce in b rin g in g the 197 2 Oly mp ics to 
Mu n ich, which stag ed a su p er Games in terms o f stadia an d 
facilities fo r athletes, o fficials an d p ress. 
Co mmen tin g o n rep o rts that he had ex p ressed do u b t whether 
Mo n treal co u ld b e ready o n time, Dau me said “mo st o f them 
were p u re fab ricatio n .” 
“I hav e n ev er made su ch stark statemen ts,” he said. 
Dau me is in Mo n treal o n a v isit o fficially au tho rized b y the 
IOC to check o n the p ro g ress o f wo rk o n the 197 6 Oly mp ics. 
Dau me said he also in ten ded to u se this v isit to en d the 
misin terp retatio n o f h i s p rev io u s statemen ts o n the p resen t 
state o f p rep aratio n s. 
Asked sev eral times ho w the misin terp retatio n aro se, Dau me 
said he tho u g ht the p u b lic relatio n s wo rk in Mo n treal co u ld b e 
imp ro v ed. He also su g g ested that Can adian an d Eu ro p ean jo u r­ 
n alists sho u ld ho ld a co n feren ce to remo v e an y misu n derstan ­ 
din g s. 
Dau me said the failu re to co mp lete the Oly mp ic v elo dro me in 
time fo r the 197 4 wo rld cy clin g champ io n ship s here was “rather 
a sho ck. ” The Velo dro me was to hav e b een u sed fo r the cham­ 
p io n ship s n o w takin g p lace here, b u t co n stru ctio n strikes 
delay ed its co mp letio n to o lo n g to meet deadlin es, an d the 
champ io n ship s were switched to the Un iv ersity o f Mo n treal.

The mid-summer poll of Big Eight jportswriters and 


sportscasters'picked Kansas State to finish last by a pretty good 
margin behind seventh place Iowa State. Are the Wildcats going 
to make them look bad? 


Coach Vince Gibson is one who certainly thinks so. "I think 


we're going to have the best football team we've ever had," he 
said at the Big Eight's gathering recently in Kansas City. "I 
think we've got a chance to go to a bowl game." 


Of course, this is the time of the year for coaches to be op- 


timistic, but Gibson has at least one of the pre-season football 
magazines agreeing with him. 


It is Street & Smith's College Football, the oldest and 


probably the most reliable and up-to-date of such publications. 
Each year, the magazine goes out on a limb and picks winners 
and losers of every game. It even calls games "ties" if the teams 
look even. 


Well, Kansas State is picked to have an 8-3 season overall, 


with losses in conference play to only the 1-2-3 teams —

The mid-su mmer poll of Big Eight sportswriters and 
sportscasters picked Kansas State to finish last by a pretty good 
margin behind sev enth place Iowa State. Are the Wildcats going 
to make them look bad? 


Coach Vince Gibson is one who certainly thinks so. “I think 
we’re going to hav e the best football team we’v e ev er had,” he 
said at the Big Eight’s gathering recently in Kansas City . “I 
think we’v e got a chance to go to a bowl game.” 


Of cou rse, this is the time of the y ear for coaches to be op­ 
timistic, bu t Gibson has at least one of the pre-season football 
magazines agreeing with him. 
It is Street & Smith’s College Football, the oldest and 
probably the most reliable and u p-to-date of su ch pu blications. 
Each y ear, the magazine goes ou t on a limb and picks winners 
and losers of ev ery game. It ev en calls games “ties” if the teams 
look ev en. 


Well, Kansas State is picked to hav e an 8-3 season ov erall, 
with losses in conference play to only the 1-2-3 teams — 
Oklahoma, Nebraska and Missou ri, for a 4-3 Big Eight record. 
Certainly if that happens the Wildcats cou ld be headed for a 
bowl.

7-0 (11-0 ov erall); 2. Nebraska 6-1 (10-1); 3. Missou ri 8-2-1 (5-2); 
4 Kansas State 4-3 (8-3); 5. Colorado 3-4 (3-8); 6. Kansas 2-5 (5-6- 
1); 7. Oklahoma State 1-6 (2-8-1); 8. Iowa State 0-7 (0-10-1). 
Gibson say s his v eteran qu arterback Stev e Grogan is a "win­ 
ning play er” who will hav e a target who has the speed necessary 
to enable Grogan to throw deep passes 
“We hav en't had any great ou tside receiv ers.” Gibson said. 
That great one he ex pects this season is Alonzo Wade, a ju nior 
college transfer from Macon, Ga. Another is a sophomore tight 
end. Billy Dix on, who has great size (6-2. 211), and great speed 
(:09 .5 in 100).

Frustrated Ryan Loses, 
Breaks Strikeout Record 


Columbus Racing 


ANAHEIM (AP) - Nolan 


Ryan is on the brink of becom- 
ing the first pitcher in major 
league baseball history to strike 
out more than 300' batters in 
three consecutive seasons in a 
year he calls "overall somewhat 
frustrating." 


That may be the under- 


statement of the year in sports. 


All Nolan has done in recent 


weeks is lose a no-hitter-and 
the game—with two outs to go at 
Chicago; and strike out 19 
Detroit batters, pitch a four-hit- 
ter for 11 innings, and lose 1-0. 


"Both were very frustrating," 


the California Angels right- 
hander said Wednesday after 
losing to the Tigers. "But 
probably Tuesday night was as 
tough as any defeat I've ever 
had." 


Detroit used a single, a stolen 


base and a single to send Ryan 
down to his 13th defeat against 
16 victories this season for the 
last-place American League 
West Division club. 


Ryan had tied the nine-inning 


record of 19 strike outs against 
Boston Aug. 12, and had fanned 
nine Milwaukee Brewers Aug. 16 
and his three-game total of 47 
shattered the mark of 41 he had 
held with Sandy Koufax and Luis 
Tiant. 


Strikeouts are fine, said the 27- 


year-old Alvin, Tex., resident, 
"but I have to put the defeat out 
of my mind. All I'm thinking 
about is my next start, and win- 
ning 20 games." 


His next start is either Satur- 


day or Sund et New OK. With 
288 strikeouts, he could reach 
300 his next time out. With 
probably 10 more starts, he's 
ahead of the pace that last 
season saw him establish a ma- 
jor league record of 383, break- 
ing Koufax' record. 


Heck, he could strike out 400 


batters this season! 


Still, the frustration from his 


won-lost record and 3.15 earned 
run average lingers with the 6- 
foot-2, 195-pound pitcher who 
credits the strength of his legs 
with velocity that has caused 
Oakland's Reggie Jackson to_ 


comment "He is faster than in- 
stant coffee." 


Ryan's last four defeats have 


been by scores of 2-1, twice; 32; 
and 1-0. Yet when asked if he 
ever thought what it'd be like to 
be pitching for a contending 
club, he said: 


"No, I don't believe in day- 


dreaming." 


Last year, Ryan won seven 


complete game starts between 
Aug. 29 and Sept. 27 to finish 21 
16 with an earned run average of 
2.87. He had two no-hitters and 
came within an eyelash of at 
least one more. 


Thirty-three times in his 


nearly eight-year major league 
career, including four full sea- 
sons with the New York Mets, 
he has pitched a four-hitter or 
better. 


"I wanted to have a better 


winning percentage this year, 
but it looks like it will be basic- 
ally the same as last year," said 
Ryan, who has a history of more 
effective season endings than 
beginnings. 


Maybe it takes him awhile to 


develop rhythm, said Ryan, who 
added that to hit his stride he 
has to reduce his velocity, con- 
quer his control and keep the 
ball down. 


Besides leading the majors in 


strikeouts the last two seasons, 
he has been on top in walks, too, 
giving up 157 in 1972 when he 
fanned 329, and 162 last year. He 
has 151 walks this season in 257 
innings pitched. 


Meanwhile, the question of 


just how fast Lynn Nolan Ryan 
Jr. throws a baseball may be 
answered. 


The Angels plan to allow a 


company to utilize an infra-red 
radar device to guage his pitch- 
es. It will take place Sept. 6 or 7 
at Anaheim, depending on when 
Ryan pitches this weekend at 
New York. 


The fastest pitch ever record- 


ed was 98.6 miles per hour by 
Bob Feller in 1946. 


Ryan used only 69 pitches to 


strike out 11 batters from the 
sixth through the 10th innings

By one measure — the broad- 


based New York Stock 
Exchange composite index — 
the market finished the session 
uncomfortably close to a nine- 
year low. 


Brokers said the continued 


selling represented not so much 
any reaction to any fresh news 
development but rather the 
steady feeding out of stock by in- 
stitutional investors unhappy 
over inflation and the prospects 
for the economy in general. 


The Dow Jones average of 30 


industrials tumbled 15.26 to 
711.59, its lowest close since 
Aug. 17, 1970. 


The NYSE composite, made 


up of all the Big Board's listed 
common stocks, was off .73 to 
38.59, its lowest finish since May 
26, 1970. ' 


On that date, the index, which 


was inaugurated in its present 
form in 1965, hit a record low of 
37.69. 


Losers overwhelmed gainers 


976 to 341 among the 1,722 issues 
traded on the NYSE in a 
turnover of 11.65 million shares. 


Some negative economic news 


crossed news tickers, including 
reports of some new upward 
moves in short-term interest 
rates. 


But brokers said the session 


was characterized more clearly 
by the same pattern that has 
marked trading for most of the 
past two weeks — bearish in- 
situtional investors moving slow- 
ly and sometimes painfully to 
reduce their holdings in a 
market with scarce buying in- 
terest to support it. 


"It's the highest-class stocks 


that are getting hit hard now, 
from Avon to Zenith, from

Most Indian Trial Charges Stand

Most Wounded Knee charges 


are still standing, despite a state- 
ment by South Dakota U.S. Atty. 
William Clayton that about 50 
charges under a civil disorder 
statute would be dismissed. 


In fact, special prosecutor 


Duane Nelson said Wednesday 
that work is proceeding to 


prosecute three persons under 
the statute in a trial set to begin 
Monday. 


Clayton said that charges 


would be dismissed shortly after 
U.S. District Judge Warren K. 
Urbom found two defendants in- 
nocent of charges under the 
statute in the first Wounded 
Knee trial held in Lincoln. 


At that time Clayton said the 


ruling meant there could be no 
successful prosecutions under 
the statute because of Army and 
Air Force involvement at 
Wounded Knee. 


Nelson said Wednesday, 


however, that the U.S. Justice 
Dept. has apparently decided 
that successful prosecution un- 
der the statute may still be possi- 
ble. 


Suit Blames Blast For Death 


A suit was filed Wednesday in 


Lancaster District Court in con- 
nection with the death of three- 
year-old Hickman child who 
allegedly died of injuries 
sustained as a result of a water 
heater explosion. 


Mrs. Sharon K. Matousek, 


mother of the child, Quentin 
Jade Bridges, named the 
following defendants in the ac- 
tion: 


Robert M. Hepburn, owner 


and lessor of the Village 
Apartments located in Hickman; 
Custom Homes, Inc., which con- 
structed the apartment building; 


Orval May, doing business as 
O.K. Service Station of 
Hickman; Great Plains Service, 
Inc.; Union Oil Co. of California; 
State Stove and Manufacturing 
Co., Inc., and Giebelhaus Plum- 
bing & Heating Inc. 


According to the petition, the 


Matousek family moved into 
Apartment 14 of the Village 
Apartments of Hickman on May 
16, 1973, and on May 18, the 
water heater was still not 
operable. 


The plaintiff alleges- that her 


husband, following the instruc- 


tions of defendant May, 
attempted to purge the propane 
line and struck a match for the 
purpose of lighting the water 
heater's pilot light. 


As a result of the match 


lighting, the petition says, a 
"violent fire and explosion oc- 
curred," resulting in first, se- 
cond and third degree bums 
over 60% of the child's body. 


The child died May 26 of in- 


juries received in the explosion. 


The plaintiff seeks $2,184.64 


from each of the defendants as 
special damages plus general 
damages.

for the trial to begin next Mon- 
day are Roger Iron Cloud, 
Wallace Little, Jr. and Beau Lit- 
tle. All three are charged under 
the civil disorder statute as well 
as with assaulting a federal of- 
ficer. 


Although most Wounded Knee 


cases still stand, 16 have been 
dismissed, according to an 
Associated Press tally. 


The charges ranged cattle 


rustling to the illegal possession 
a fire bomb. 


Five defendants have .been 


acquitted and one person 
pleaded no contest.
